Why First Plot Failed. 

The intended victim of the In- 
dianapolis plot, begun in 1928, was 
Machier J. Dorsey; ah insurance 
company executive, In his confes- 
sion, Dr. Bass told of hiring a kill- 
ér for $8000 in St. Louis and taking 
him,to Indianapolis in an automo- 
bile to point out Dorsey, only to. 
learn that the cousin had canceled 
the policy on which Dr. Bass 
hoped to collect. 

The killer and his associates, Dr. 
Bass says in his confession, insist- 
ed on payment of the fee, threat- 
ened him daily by telephone and 
finally accepted $4000 in settlement 
at a meeting in. St. Louis, only to 
continue their threats and demands 
until he agreed to attempt another 
insurance fraud with the intention 
of substituting a body for that of 
the insured. ' 

The confession was made public 
by Sheriff. Edgar Fields, who said 
Dr. Bass told him orally that the 
idea of the plot against Dorsey 
came to his mind after he ‘had 
permitted the use of his name as a\ 
reference in a/previous $25,000 in- 
surance fraud-plot at Motltne, Il. 

Sheriff Fields said he was con- 
vinced that Pearman was not 
killed in Arkansas. “I believe that 
he was killed elsewhere, moved 
here in an automobile and thrown 
out.

To Reduce Capital Ships. 


Another,step which may lead to 
eventual abolition of the battleship 
is the decision of the three Pow- 
erg to reduce ‘thefr capital ship 
fleets as soon as practicable after 
ratification of the treaty to 15 
ships each for Britain and the 
United States and nine for Japan. 
This means Great Britain will 
scrap or demilitarize -five capital 
ships, the United States three and 
Japan one in 1931, instead of re- 
taaining the ships for the full term 
peremitted by the Washington 
treaty. In the case of the United 
States, the three ships to be put 
out of active service—Florida, Utah 
and Wyoming — do not reach the 
age limit until 1934, so that the 


three years’ upkeep on these ves- 
sels. 

The important feature of the 
three-Power agreement is that it: 
definitely stops competition among 


pan in categories left unregulated 
by the Washington treaty of 1922. 
The United States and Britain 
are placed ona parity, 
Japan gets a ratio of 70 per cent in 
six-inch gun cruisers, 70 per cent 
in destroyers and parity in sub- 
marines. Up to 1936 Japan will 
havé a ratio of 72 per cent in 8- 
inch gun cruisers and thereafter, 
if the United States builds up to its 
permitted total, only 60 per cent.

Tonnage in Three Categories. 


Tonnage in cruiser, destroyer 
and submarine categories is placed 
at 641,700 for Britain, 626,200 for 
the United States and 367.050 for, 
Japan. Britain’s superiority over 
America in total cruiser tonnage is 
offset by the fact that the United 
States received the right to build 
18 of the most powerful type as 
against 15 for Britain. 

The three-Power agreement is 
modelled closely on the under- 
standing reached by President 
Hoover, and Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald in their Rapidan conver- 
sations last fall. | 

It is a better agreement than was 
Possible at any stage of the Geneva 
conférence three years ego, where 
the lowest leyel ef pa offered 
by Britain in cruisers was 70 ships, 
agsrogating at least 460,000 tons.

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the old Mounted, because the red 
brick building on a hilltop south 
of Clayton road in southeastern 
Forest Park, which for 87 years 
has fostered the tradition of the 
Mounted, is to be replaced by a 
modern structure nearer the cen- 
ter of the district, farther south. 
In the 1930-31 police budget $200,- 
000 was set aside for the new sta- 
tion. The present building cost 
$46.500. 

But to the old-timers that 
weathered building represents the 
Mounted District. They tell of the 
days when the district embraced 
virtually all the city west of Grand 
boulevard and some territory east 

| of it in the south end of the city; 
when a man rode horseback five or 
six miles to his beat; when horses 
floundered almost “belly deep” 
through the mud of unpaved 
streets. The iron horse weather- 
vane in the tower of the red brick 
building, they say, is not ‘more iron 
than were those men and those 
horses, 


Beginning of the Mounted. 
Forty years ago a mounted po- 


lice station in Forest Park was a 


Gream of Dr. William R. Faulk- 
ner, who as superintendent of. po- 
lHce property had charge of the 
department's horses, stabled in the 
old Fifth District at Twenty-ninth 
and Market streets. Dr. Faulkner, 
known;iin whispers as the “czar 
|of the Police Department.” want- 
ed pasturage for his horses and 
shorter rides to beats for the nien. 

Se he dropped a word to the 
Mayor and a word to the House of 
Delegates (now the Board of Aj- 
dGermen)—an1i the thing was done. 
The city set aside 40 acres f\ For- 
est Park for a new station and a 
pasture. Dr. Faulkner himself de- 
signed the two-story building, with 
its commodious stables below and

Lieut. Hussey names the captains 
of the Mounted as follows: William 
O’Keeble, Peter Reynolds, George 
T. McNamee, James Hickman, Mar- 
tin O’Brien, Albert Schwartz, Rob- 
ert M. Hanna, P. J. Gafney, Wil- 
Yam R. Stinger. Calvin J. White 
and Maurice Mulcahy. 


It was Schwartz, then an army 
cavalryman, who drilled the Mount- 
ed Police in the early days. Now 
Lieut. Hussey, his pupil, carries on 
the tradition. For two weeks each 
spring and two weeks each fall, the 
Lieutenant directs drills thrice 
weekly on the parade grounds west 
of the Mounted Station. 

Lieut. Hussey calls the Mounted 
the Father of Police Districts: out 
of its amplitude were carved four 
of the present districts and portions 
of three others. Even now, with 
its 14 square miles, it is the largest 
of the city’s 14 districts. The red 
brick station is surrounded by but 
24 of its original 40 acres.

House Republicans on_the 
committee yielded, it was an- 
nounced, after a warm debate: The 
House bill retained long staple 
cotton on the free list. 
The duty would apply to cotton 
of a staple one and one-eighth 
inches and over. To compensate 
cotton textile manufacturers for the 
duty on the raw product the Senate 
bill would provide an additional 


levy of 10 cents a pound on all cot- 
ton goods made from the jong 
staple. 

Action on Silver Deferred. 


Chairman Hawley of the Heuse 


Ways and Means Committee said 
the Hows tariff conferees had re- 
quehted the Senate conferees to 
pass over the question of placing a 
30-cent tax an ounce on silver until 
the question could be studied. fur- 
ther. Hawley said the conferees 
did not have adequate information 
before them.

At New- 
market England, a splendid and 
extremely costly totalizator of a 
new type is being completed.

The machines safeguard the 
public by mechanically register- 
ing all wagers, showing the con- 
stant fluctuation of the odds and 
mechanically estimating the pay 
off. 

The machine ts a big advance 
over.any form of mutuel betting 
device in existence in this coun- 
try. Even in Maryland, where the 
four tracks have turned over 
$475,000,000 in wagers in the 
last eight years, there is no total- 
izator to help out the public.

Oyster Salad. 

Pick over two dozen oysters to 
remove any bits of shell and scald 
in their juice until the edges fe- 
gin to curl and the bodies of the 
oysters look plump. This takes 
only four or five minutes; too long 


Drain and cool. When cold pour 
over them a dressing made as fol- 
lows: - Mix togéther one-third cup 
salad .@il, three tablespoons vine- 
gar, One tablespoon minced chives, 
three-quarters teaspoon salt and 
one-half teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce. Beat this until thickened 
and smooth. and let the oysters 
stand in it for at least half an 
hour. 


cups of finely shredded new cab- 
bage with one-half cup diced cel- 
ery and one green pepper shred- 
ded. Add thin mayonnaise or 
cooked salad dressing to moisten 
and arrange in four mounds on 
crisp lettuce. 

Arrange six oysters on each 
mound of cabbage and garnish 
with narrow strips of pimento and 
small sweet pickles.

Gelatine Whip. 

There are several brands of very 
excellent flavored gelatines on the 
market. Use .whichever prferred, 
pouring one cup of boiling water 
over the prepared gelatine. Stir 
until dissolved and then cool until 
beginning to thicken. Beat with 
an egg beater until very, fluffy and 
as thick as heavy mayonnaise. Fold 
in one-half cup of créam whipped 
stiff and one-half cup of finely 
diced oranges or of canned crushed 
pineapple. : 

Pile in individual molds or sher- 
bet cups and chill before serving. 
These may be garnished with green 
or red cherries or chopped nuts. 

Spanish Cake. 

Cream together one-third oup of 
shortening and one cup of sugar. 
When well blended add two eggs 
and beat thoroughly. Then stir 
in three-fourths cup of milk and 
next two and:one-fourth cups flour 
sifted with three. teaspoons of 
baking powder and one and one- 
half teaspoons cinnamon. Pour 
into a greased shallow baking pan 
s0 that the cake will be about two 
inches thick when baked. Sprinkle 
one cup of chopped blanched al- 
monds over the cake and then dust 
lightly with powdered sugar. 

Bake in a moderate oven for 40 
minutes. €00l and cut in small 
squares for serving. Any of this 
cake left over may be reheated and 
served with a fruit sauce to make 
an excellent dessert.
